RECENT DEATHS. 
CHIEF ENGINEER WM. WYLIE WOOD, U. 5. N. 

The sudden death of Chief Eugineer W. W. Wood was a 
severe shock to his family and friends. He was one of the 
pioneers of our steam Navy, and did much to bring it to its 
present efficient condition. He was an officer of unusual 
activity, and although he had been on the retired list two or 
three years, having passed the limit of the law, no one was 
better qualified to discharge the duties of his professio™- 
Chief Evgineer Wood was of a warm and genial disposition, 
kind and sympathetic towards his subordinates, but bold 
and determined in his opinions and actions when circum- 


stances required. 





As chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineering he was 


courteous, and was appreciated by all with whom his officia 
yotercourse brought him in contact ; and, without institating 
& comparison, he was as successful, probably, in carrying on 
its duties, to the interest of the Government and the naval 
service, as any of his predecessors or successors. Abound- 
ing in professional experience and kauwledze, and possess- 
ing the faculty of using and communicating it, he was 
reliable adviser and valuable member of the Engineer 
Corps. Withal he was a high toned gentleman, 

His death resulted from drowning in Smith’s creek, near 
his residence, Jutland, in St. Mary's county, Maryland, 
On the morning of August 31, Chief Engineer Wood, in 
company with Mr. H. 8. Taveau, started in a canoe fors 
trip down the Potomac for the purpose of inspecting and 
buying a lot of timber. After they bad cleared the oreck 
and reached the Potomac they found the weather boisterous 
and put back and re-entered Smith’s creek. Mr. Tavssu 
was steering the canoe with a large double-handed oar, 
while Chicf Engineer Wood held the sheet. As the boat 
Papproached Tennison’s wharf she was struck by a flaw, 
which caused the sail to jerk the sheet rope from his hands. 
This sudden motion, together with the weight of the two 
passengers, mide the boat capsize. Both were thrown into 
the water. Mr. Wood having fallen on his oack, lost hig 
hold, and the boat sped along, leaving him behind. As 
soon as possible Mr. Taveau climbed into the boat and 
tossed a large oar and a life-preserver to his companion. 
He caught hold of these and succeeded in buoyiug himself up, 
notwithstanding he was encumbered with a large overcoat, 
The boat had by this time filled with water and had fallen 
over ou her side. Mr. Taveau managed to right her again, 
however. Meantime Chief Engineer Wood had been trying 
to remove his overcoat, but in doing so he let go his hold on 
the oar and life-preserver, and was kept above water entirely 
by a small paddle, which had also been thrown to him. 
When the returning boat was only « short distance from him 
he sank below the surface and did not rise again. Mr. 
Taveau at once went to Annapolis, to notify Lieut. Heald, 
:on-in-law of the deceased, of the accident. 

Chief Engiueer Wood was born in North Carolina, and 
was sixty-five years old. He was appointed from New York, 
March 15, 1845, entered the service with the rank of chief 
engineer, was stationed at the Navy-vard, Pensacola, from 
1845 to 1847, was on special duty at Boston in 1845, was with 
the steam frigate Saranac, of the home squadron, from 1850 
to 1853, superintended the coustruction of the engines of 
the steam frigate Merrimac at Cold Spring, N. Y., from 1854 
to 1857, was on special duty at Philadelphia from 1858 to 
1859, was with the steam sloop Lancast-r, of the Pacific 
squadron, from 1859 to 1861, on special duty at Philadelphia, 
New York and Boston from 1862 to 1865, at the Naval 
Academy from 1866 to 1867, Navy-yard, New York, 1863 to 
1869, inspector of michinery afloat 1870 to 1872, engineer- 
in-chief of the Navy 1872 to 1877. 

He leaves five chiidren. His three daughters married 
Lieutenants Heald, Stone and Reich, U.S. Navy. His eldest 
son, Lieut. Thomas Wood, of the Marine Corps, is in Cali- 
fornia, and his other son, Frank, is with Mrs. Wood. In 
Washington the melancholy news was received with universal 
regret, Chief Engineer Wood being held in high esteem 
there. 

The remains were brought to Washington, September 2, 
by the steamer George Leary. 

The funeral ceremonies took place at the Epiphany 
Church, Washivgton, at 4 p. um. on Wednesday, Sept. 6. The 
church was filled to overflowing. The family and relatives 
of the deceased occupied front seats, while the others and 
the aisles were filled with naval officers and friends from 
civil life. Ia accordauce with orders of the Acting Secre- 
tary of the Navy the followia;z officers served as ushers: 
Lieut. Albert G. Berry, Passed Assistant Engineer Charles 
W. Rae, Masters Carlos G. Calkins, Geo. H. Peters, and 
Assistant Engineers J. P. Stuart Lawrence and Charles G. 
Talcott. The Marine Band and a detachment of one hundred 
marines under the command of Lieut. M. C. Goodsell, 
Marine Corps, formed the escort for the funeral, which was 
under the general charge of Lieut. Theodore B. M. Mason, 
U. 8. N. Commodore John G. Walker, Capt. James A. 
Greer, Medical Director Francis M. Guanell, and Chief 
Engioeers Alexander Henderson and Henry Lee Snyder per- 
formed the duties of pall-bearers, 

The body was borne into and from the church by a detail 
of eizht seamen from the Washiagton Navy-yard, under the 
command of Master Nathaniel R. Usher. The remains were 
incased in a metallic casket, similar to that furnished to 
President Garfield, and were attired in full uniform. With 
the aid of good attention ‘and scientific embalmment the 
corpse presented as good an appearance as could have been 
expected. On the casket lid was a wreath of the choicest 
white flowers. 

The line of procession from the church was up G street to 
Pennsylvania avenue, from thence to P street and to the 
Rock Oreek Cemetery, the last resting place of the late dis- 
tinguished engineer officer. Volleys were fired over the 
grave and the customary final services gone through with, 

Mrz. Joun K. Suxuivan, formerly Lieutenant of the 3d 
U. 8. Infantry, died of consumption, September 4, 1882, at 
Keene, N. H., bis old home. Mr. Sullivan entered the Army 
as a 2d Lieutenant 37th Infantry, January 22, 1867. Was 
tranferred to the 3d Infantry, August 11, 1869, and was 
mustered out as supernumerary January 1, 1871. He then 
accepted a position in the Treasury Departmoat. His health 
giving way, he visited Florida and Colorado, but retarned 
to Keene a few weeks ago todie. His death is sincerely re-

The allotment 
is 160 acres of agricultur 1 and the same amount of grazing 
land to each head of a family, and 80 of agricultural and 80 
of grazing to the other individual member of the tribe. Col. 
Page, who was for years the agent of the Southern Utes and 
isone of the best authorities on the Ute question, was of the 
opinion that there will be no trouble created by the Indians 
in distributing the lands. Toere may be objection made by 
some of the Indians as to their selection of lands; that i, 
they may refuse to select their own land, as the law provides, 
in which case the Commiesiouers will overcome the difficulty 
by selecting the lands themselves and compelling them to 
accept. The White River Utes will be located on the Uintah 
rerervation and the Uncomyabgres or Ouray band will be 
given their lands on the reservation on Green River, which 
was located last fall. The Commissioners are late in theiz 
start on account of the delay of Congress in making the ne- 
cessary appropriation. .

FORT STANTON, NEW MEXICO. 
Auacust 24, 1882. 


Ir may be new to your readers to know that the [ndiin 
Agency near here, heretofore called the ‘‘ Mescalero Agenry,” 
is now the ** Mescalero aud Jicariila Agency.” _ 
Notwithstanding the many outbreaks aud raids reported 
of Indians io other portions of tuis District, the stutu quo of 
peace, thrift, and general contentwmcnt prevails at this 
agency, and the attack of June 22 last. upou the agent, by 
the only known black sheep of the flock. with a few other 
rebels, in which the leader, ‘‘ Mucho Loca” (Crazy Boy), was 
killed, has been almost forgotten. The prompt and decisive 
action of the agent, Major W. H. H. Llewellyn, who had 
been wounded in the affair, and the vigorous and valuable 
assistance rendered him by our commuuding officer, Lieut.- 
Colonel R. E. A. Orofton, and their harmouious and judi- 
cious mausgement of the affairs at that point subsequently, 
have contributed to the peaceable settlement of a disturb- 
ance, which, had any other course been pursued than that 
adopted by them, would unquestionably have resulted in a 
crucl and calamitous. war with a tribe characterized as the 
most barbarous and treacherous of the plains, and from 
which Victorio spruug and from which he enlisted his ad- 
erents. 
With such people to deal with, it was essential that the 
most scrupulous care, united with wisdom and judgment, 
should control all actions tending to adju-t the difficulty 
which had been involved by the recalcitraut Iodiaus ; for at 
the moment the nature aud extent of their movements to 
invite an nprising were not known, and the first false or 
doubtful step might have aroused and let loose the whole 
agency Indians, and allied them to the renegades. Fortn- 
nately the situation was soon comprehended, apd none de- 
serve more credit, and the thanks of the couutry for averting 
this threatened war, than our commanding officer and Ageut 
Llewellyn. , 
Under a policy of firmness and kindness, Agent Llewellyn 
has tLese Iudians thoroughly controlled; and he is, I believe, 
respected and feared. A more gallant, efficient, aud popular 
map, I doubt, can be found in his capacity 10 the couutry. 
A» an evidence of the peaceable dispusiiiun aud loyalty of 
these Indians, there come a few days agv, in tue veighbor-

The pusitions deemed best suited at this time for large garri-' 
sons, either trom being great railroad centres or other strategic 
advantages, are Omaha aud Sidney, Neb., Cheyenne, Wyv., and 
Fort Douglas, Utah. All tuat we can expect tu do with uur pre-

REPORT FROM THE ASIATIC STATION. 


U. 8. Fracsare “ Ricumonp,” 
Yoxouama, Japan, Aug. 19, 1882. 


To the Secretary of the Navy: 

I have the honor to inform the Department ‘hat the flag- 
ship Aichmond, bearing my flag, is at this port, where cer- 
tain repairing and refitting has been done, the large and 
unoccupied ward of our hospital affording excollent facility 
for the execution of the work required. 

There are in port the French flagship Viclorieuse and the 
Russian flagship Luke of Edinburgh. 

July 14—Dressed ship at noon; fired a salute of 21 guns, 
in company with the other men-of-war in harbor, the vcca- 
sion being the French national fete 

duly 15—Saluted the Japanese Minister of Marine on the 
occasion of his visit to the Richmond with 17 guns. H. B. 
M. 8. Champion cam» in from the Pacific station to take the 
place on the station of the Comus. The Champion saluted 
my flag with 13 guns after anchoring. The saiute was re- 
turned. 

Men | 27—The U. 8. steamer Swatara went tosea homeward 
und, 

August 1—News was received here that an outbreak of the 
anti-foreign party had occurred in Seval Korea; that several 
Japanese bad been murdered; that the Japanese Legation 
had been attacked and the Minister and a number of Japan- 
ese had succeeded in makiog their way to the sea coast, and 
in effecting their escape in open boats. They were picked,ap 
by the British survey vessel Flying Fish and landed at Naga- 
saki, Great excitement prevailéd here, and it‘was thought 
that Japan would declare war, but later pews, while confirm- 
ing the outrage on the Japauese Minister, showed that the 
movement was not national, as the Queen and many prom- 
inent members of the progressive party were killed during 
an attack on the palace, which occurred about the same time, 
as near as I can learn, (July 23.) 2 

The Japanese government has been prompt in making pre- 
parations for guarding the interests of its people, seyeral 
men-of-war having been sent to Fusan with troops and po- 
licemen on board. 

I learn through our Minister that there is no intention of 
declaring war, but simply to re-establish the Minister with 
proper dignity and to guard the Legation, and to afford a 
place of refuge for their subjects in case of further trouble. 
Lbe Japanese do not regard the outrage as a national one. 

August 1—I received a telegram from our Mivister to 
China, informing me of this outoreak, and suggesting that I 
send a vessel to Korea to insist that the Koreans respect the 
rights of foreigners and protect American interests. 

Before acting on this despatch I received the Department’s 
telegram, (August 2), informing me that the treaty with 
Korea hud uot been ratitied, directing me to send a vessel to 
Korea, and also directing me to communicate with Minister

TONNAGE OF THE WORLD.

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COMPOUND ARMOR. 


Tue London Zimes reports that further experiments 
at Portsmouth confirm in a marked manner the extra- 
ordinary results previously obtained from compound 
(steel-faced) armor. The Admiralty having increased 
the severity of their tests on board the JVettle by the in- 
troduction of a 10-inch gun, one of Sir John Brown and 
Co’s Collingwood armor plates, manufactured or the 
Ellis principle, was fired at on the 1lthof July. Having 
in the meantime been removed from the target, it was 
“éxainided recently for the purpose of ascertaining the 
effects of the ordeal.upon the iron backing. The di- 
mensions were 7ft. 9in. by 5ft. 10sin. by llin. The 
plate had ‘been previously fired at with the 9-in. gun 
under the usual conditions—viz., three rounds with 
50lb. of powder and 260lb. chilled shell, at a distance 
of 10 yards. The first shot produced the low indent of 
3.7in. without.any crack, while the indents of thesecond 
and third rounds were.4.4 and.3.9 inches respectively. 
Cracks were produced by these shots, one extending to 
the edge of the plate. The chargeof 10 in. gun is 70ib. 
and the weight of the projectile 400ib. The range was the 
same as With the 9in. gun. ‘The first shot was fired at the 
right bottom corner, two feet from each edge, and pro- 
duced a clearly defined indent of 4.4 inches, and several 
cracks circumferential to the point of impact. One of 
these reached to the bottom edge and extended through 
the plate. The secoud shot was dirccted against the 
left bottom corner, 19 inches from the side and 23 
iuches from the lower edge, while the third fell at. the 
right top corner, 19 inches from the top edge and two 
feet from the side. Owing to the points of the shell 
‘remaining fixed in the plate the depth of the indents 
could not be measured. The bulges at the back vary from 
three-eighths to seven-eighths in height, and have not 
opened out. Considering the severity of the second 
test, and that there was hardly room left for another 
shot, the damage effected was slight, and the plate 
would still have affurded etticient protection. The 
‘héavier gun seems to have slightly pushed in the entire 
surface of the plate within certain areas defined by va- 
rious injuries, but without showing any increased pene- 
tration. In time thé plate would have been cracked 
through and through ‘and broken up under the severe 
cannonafe; but it is clear that not.a splinter would have 
found its way into the ship so protected. At present 
we know the effect of the 9, 10, and 12sinch guns upon 
compound armor 11 inch plates, and’ ex periments which 
are about to take piace at Spezia will determine whether 
19-inch platds can, withstand the attack of the 100-ton 
chambered gun fired pointblank ‘at short 1anges. As 
this gun is Considered capable of piercing iron armor 
Over 13 inches in thickness, the results will be watched 
with thé greatest interest. ‘Tne comparative thinness 
of the steel faced armor is an important factor in the 
trial. The targets to »e fired at at Spezia will consist 
of two entirély steel plates, manufactured by Schneider 
at Crenizot, and two compound armor plates by Messrs. 
Cannell and Sir John Brown and Uo., of Sheffield. 
Their, dimensions are 9ft. by 12ft., the compound armor 
having steel surfaces one-third of the whole thickness.

EDUCATION OF AMERICAN NAVAL OFFICERS. 


Tue Naval Academy has done, is still doing, and will 
doubtless continue to do, a great work. It has through 
its graduates raised the general standard of culture in 
the service. But there ate men who never enjoyed the 
opportunities afforded the cadet of to-day, who have 
yet achieved distinction not only as ‘‘men.of war from 
their youth,” but as men of broad, practical, scientific 
minds, wearing worthily the honors which they bear. 
The young student of to-day is so girt about with ap- 
pliances for the easy obtaining of kaowledge, that he is 
prone to forget the non-existence of a royal road to 
learning. The system, or want of system, by which 
the candidates for naval honors are selected, is itself 
defective’;"arid the’ low standard of ‘admission (raised 
though it has been within the last ten or twelve years) 
neccasitated by the waut of a proper preparatory school, 
leads to the admission within the walls of the academy 
of great quantities of worthless timber, which can’ never 
by ally Gevice of man’ be worked up into that typé of 
‘Offider‘which ghould:be the product of a school a0 thor- 





ougbly equipped as that at Annapolis. That so map 
specimens of this class are now graduated is due (it ie 
just to say), not to want of faithful administration of 
their trust by the Academic faculty, but rather to the 
introduction into the Navy Department of that baneful 
blight known as political influence, which has been 
making itself felt more.and more since the days of the 
war, until there is now left but little incentive to aspire 
to anything beyond mediocrity. Untortunately for the 
service at large, the presence of such as these lowers the 
average of a standard which should be—and which 
otherwise would be—a high one. 

The course now pursued at Annapolis is one that 
forms a most excellent foundation for future building; 
and judging from the figures in the academic register, 
a very respectable proportion of every class attains what 
would be considered, generally speaking, a first-class 
standard. These young men would form a sufficiently 
large yearly accession to the active list to recoup its loss 
by retirements and casualties; and if they alone were 
the recipients of graduating certificates, we would then 
be bringing forward ofticers who would be ornaments to 
the service throughout their whole career. But, alas! 
for the service and the less intelligent youths, who are 
in reality wholly out of their element, this part of each 
class is too often followed by a long list of those who 
serve only to block the way of the best men of the fol- 
lowing year, and from whom, as a rule, there can be.ex- 
pected nothing more than the barest attendance to the 
duty exacted of them; who take no interest or pride in 
their profession, a.d who are neither required nor de- 
sired by the service at-large. The emancipation from 
the strictness of academic life is fullowed by a period of 
relaxation from study, and no inducement is held out, 
even to the best men, to go on with the building of the 
superstructure for which they have laid a firm fuunda- 
tion. Natural ambition, however, impels a geodly 
number to bestir themselves, and it may safely be said 
(if we can rely upon the judgment of unprejudiced 
observers) that the everage graduate of Annapolis, after 
ten years of service, is superior to the average product 
of other services of the same standing. Exception 
might be made in the case of the Frenchman, who is 
certainly equal, probably superior, in theoretical knowl- 
edge, but whose average 1s reduced below that of the 
American by his ivferiority in practical skill. He has, 
however, the advantage offered by a system of selec- 
tion, that hard, earnest work, duly persisted in, will in 
time meet its reward; and although it is probable that 
such a system would not work well in our own service, 
it certainly has the very deciled merit of bringing, as a 
rule, the best men to the front. ; 


DEEP SEA SOUNDINGS. 

Ar the recent meeting of the Association for the Ad- 
vancement Of Science, held at Montreal, an interesting 
paper by Commander J. R. Bartlett, U. 8. N., who has 
been Connected with the coast’ survey for a number of 
years, wasread. The subject was ‘‘ Deep Sea Sound- 
ings and Temperature in the Gulf Stream off the At- 
lantie Coast,” the author giving a -history of the work 
done in the Atlantic Oceap by Government vessels. Dr. 
Carpenter, who has himself given much attention to 
the temperature of the deep sea, made some remarks 
upon the paper, to the effect that though the Americana 
had done much good in that direction, still it was due 
to Enghsh methods of investigation and English imple- 
ments of research. Commander Bartlett exception 
to this, and answered by telling how Sir -Wyville Thom- 
son had caused to be made an instrument for ascertain- 
ing the depths of the ocean by means of'a piano wire 
iusteat of arope. He said that Sir Wyville had sent 
one of these instruments to the coast survey to be used 
in making deep sea sounding.

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REWARDS AND PUNISHMENTS. 

To arrive at a just understanding of Congressional 
legislation requires a very keen legal mind. The 
average intellect cannot comprehend the process by 
which the legislative rind is brought to see the justice 
of making an appropriation, in round numbers any- 
where between one hundred and one hundred and eighty 
millions of dollars, to the survivors of the war of the 
rebellion, which was all over sixteen and a half years 
ago, and denying to the officers of the present regular 
military establishment the only favor they have asked 
for twenty yeare—an unrestricted retired list. 

Is there any one bold enough to say that the service 
of the American Army of to-day is not quite as arduous 
as the service was during the late war? Contrast mid- 
winter service in Montana, Dakota, and Idaho, or mid- 
summer campaigning in Texas, New Mexico, and 
Arizona, with anything known in the armies of the 1e- 
bellion (outside of the murderous Southern prison pens), 
and it would be found that the latter was a mere picnic 
of pleasure compared to the former.

He has no immediate hope of promotion, for 
he is not very bigh up on the liueal list, and his only 
wish is to go upon the retired list and spend the remain- 
ing years of his life in what comfort he can. This he 
cannot do, because the retired list is full, being limited 
to four hundred, and the old men take alli the places. 
There is no room for the battered and war-scarred 
veteran. 

What we here relate is no romance. It is the simple 
truth, stripped of much that would have added greatly 
to its merits as a story, and although there are not many 
such cases in the Army as this, there are enough to 
make one wonder at the inconsistency of Congress in 
voting millions to pension cases of one meritorious class, 
and denying common justice to many cases of anotber 
class. The old soldier whose career we have sketched 
has never been the beneficiary of the Government. He 
has returned in the shape of faithful service the full 
value of every dollar he ever received as compensation. 








A NEW REPEATING RIFLE. 


Tue current number of the Journal of the Royal 

United Service Institution contains the report of a lec- 
ture on Magazine Rifles delivered May 12, 1882, by 
Lieut.-Col. G. V. Fosbery, V. C. The author claims 
that ‘‘a bolt-gun has this notable advantage when com- 
bined with avmagazine or quick loader, viz., that al] the 
motions are positive, i. ¢., that the cartridges when 
dropped into the trough or placed in it by mechanical 
means are pushed forward into the chamber by the act 
of closing the breech, and the empty shells are with- 
drawn to their full length by the act of opening it; 
operations which in other cases must be performed by 
some separate contrivance. For this reason all the 
machine-guns of modern type have the bolt or plunger 
action, their inventors finding this method of dealing 
with the cartridge essential to the mechanical precision 
they cannot dispense with.” 
‘The Hotchkiss Repeater,” he states, ‘‘competed most 
favorably with the Kropatchek, and came very near 
being adopted by the French for use in the Marine, and, 
it is generally believed, is likely to be taken up in the 
United States.” In the conversation which followed 
the lecture, Capt. W. Arthur, C. B., R. N., late naval 
attache to the British Legation at Washington, said :

A FOREIGN OPINION. 

Aw American correspondent of the London Times, re- 
viewing the proceedings of the 47th Congress, says: 
‘This session has probably finally settled the much- 
mooted questions of Army and Navy increase that have 
long been discussed. With the ample available sur- 
plus, now was the time, if ever, for Congress, in its 
generous mood towards almust every other branch of 
the public service, to devote more money to providing 
for the national defence. But it did not do so, and dis- 
tinctively defeated every proposition looking to that 
object. The small Army and Navy increases 
are mainly caused by the increased prices of food and 
other supplies over those prevailing when last year’s 
estimates were made up. There were sharp debates on 
the subject, but Congress would not increase either 
Army or Navy, and actually cut down the provisions 
for keeping up the forts. It is undeniable that public 
sentiment, as reflectel by the Houses, is opposed! to 
both the Army and Navy becuming any larger, and 
many members, if they could, would still further re- 
duce them. So that the Indians are kept ina check, 
nothing more is thought necessary. The dangers of 
foreign invasion, no matter how pathetically described, 
have no terrors for the masses of the American people. 
The Navy may deteriorate, the guns and forts become 
obsolete, and the whole system of defence be neglected, 
and it causes no apprehension outside of official circles 
and newspaper offices. If war comes, the puuvlic trust 
in Providence to point] the way to quickly improvised 
methods of defence, just as was done in 1861; and so 
long as no foreign nation has any object in attacking 
us, this policy will continue. There was a most per- 
sistent effort. made within a few days, when the naval 
supply bill came before Congress, to provide for an in- 
crease of the “:avy, but it came to naught inall respects 
save the determiuution to complete one of the half 
dozen ironclads that have for years been on the stocks, 
or are partially fitted out. All the propositions for in- 
creasing and improving the Navy, of which so much 
has been heard for a year past, came to naught except 
in thee instances, and the bill further looks to closing 
up several of the existing Navy-yards. It is evident 
that nothing will be done towards either Army or Navy 
increase until a decided change comes over American 
popular opinion on the subject; and in reterence to the 
completion of the Miantonomoh, which has yet to be 
provided with turrets, I am informed that they will! 
huve to be made in England, as there is no American 
steel mill that is in condition to construct them.” 








YELLOW FEVER AT THE SOUTH. 


No cases of yellow fever have yet appeared at the 
Pensacola Navy-yard. Capt. Alfred Hopkins having 
established the quarantine against Pensacola and made 
all possible preparation for the care of the Government 
property, availed himself of the authority given by the 
Department that all officers whose presence was not 
needed might leave, and departed fur the North. He 
did this on the recommendation of the medical officer 
of the yard, as he was unacclimated and in a low state 
of health. The yard was left temporarily in charge of 
Lieut. W. Welch. Besides him there were left Boatswain 
Edward Crissey, Guoner Chas. B. Magruder, Carpenter 
M. T. Quigley, and the medical officers. The great dan- 
ger to the yard is from the adjacent villages of Woolsey 
and Warrington, cuntaining a population of about 1,800, 
who depend almost entirely on the yard for support. 
The families of Dr. Owens avd Dr. Parsons went with 
the marine guard to Mount Vernon Barracks by steamer 
Mary Morgan. The wife of Paymaster Browne is with 
him at the yard.

8. A., stationed at Fort Barrancas, Fla., under the 
command of Col. Wildrick, and the U.S. Marines sta- 
tioned at the Pensacola Navy-yard under the command 
of Capt. Bishop, were transferred to the Mt. Vernon U. 
S. Army Barracks Aug. 29, 1882, in the steamer Mary 
Morgan, by orders of the War and Navy Departments, 
Washington, D.C. The locality is splendid, affording 
a fine place for camping, plenty of good shade, air, and 
abundance of good spring water. The officers and men 
are in good bealth and spirits, and the outlook is good. 
They regard it as a great improvement on Florida, the 
Gulf posts especially. 

August 30, Gen. Hancock telegraphed: ‘‘ The Gen- 
eral of the Army directs that you receive and provide 
for, as well as possible, a detachment of Marines of 
abcut forty men, who will come up from the Pensacola 
Navy-yard, by reason of yellow fever. ‘They will be 
construed in all particulars as guests, subject to the 
common rules of discipline.” 

This has been so liberally construed by the Army 
Officers at Mt. Vernon Barracks that the marines are 
delighted with their reception as we have reason to 
know. Col. Wildrick and Major Kobbe, U.S. A., the 
latter who was in command of the post when they ar- 
rived Aug. 30, did everything in their power to make 
the Marines under command of Capt. H. J. Bishop 
comfortable, and every person in Capt. Bishop’s com- 
mand appreciates it highly. The Army officers fur- 
nished the Marines with wall tents, an army range, 
etc., and they have a very pretty camp in one of the 
most healthy localities in this vicinity. Mt. Vernon 
Barracks is finely situated. The surroundings are grand. 
Gen. Jackson (Old Hickory) displayed excellent judg- 
ment in selecting this lovely spot for an army post. 
Cold spring water abounds. It is a region of springs. 
The pcst is on very high ground, and the scenery, air, 
everything is glorious. No sickness of any kind here, 
not even malaria. 








CHANGES AT THE MILITARY ACADEMY. 

WE have received some information in regard to the 
recent changes at the Military Academy, which comes 
to us from such a source that we think it best to give it, 
avoiding as far as we can everything in the nature of a 
merely partisan statement of the case. Disturbed by 
what he considered an improper disregard of his pre- 
rogatives, Colonel Lazelle, about the 20th of June, ad- 
dressed a letter to General Howard, the Superintendent, 
requesting that whenever information was desired con- 
cerning matters in the Tactical Department, and when- 
ever suggestions or inquiries were made by the latter, 
such correspondence should be directed through the 
Commandant, and not through the latter’s subordinate 
officers; this being the course directed by Army Regu- 
lations, by custom of service, and by the practice in 
other departments of instruction at the Academy, and 
it being, of course, more satisfactory in results to all 
concerned. 'This was returned with an endorsement 
calling for specific allegations. In reply Colonel Lazelle 
detailed various instances. The Superintendent denied 
that the inquiries concerning the Tactical Department, 
which were referred to, were official, asserting that 
they were merely conversational. In return he charged 
that improper motives had prompted the original com- 
plaint. Colonel Lazelle replied in a letter asking if this 
imputation was intended for him. No answer was 
returned, and being refused copies of the corres- 
pondence, Colonel Lazelie addressed « letter to the 
General of the Army and forwarded it through the 
Headquarters of the Department of West Point. 
General Howard declined to forward this letter, and 
requested that Colonel Lazeile be relieved from duty at 
the Military Academy. But copies of the correspond- 
ence reached General Sherman, and the result was, as 
we are informed, a letter criticising the Superintendent’s 
action in the case. 

General Howard, who had meanwhile gone on leave 
of absence, returned. Colonel Lazelle refrained from 
calling on him officially or socially, and on receiving a 
visit from General Howard some days after rose from 
iis seat, and in answer to the greeting, ‘‘ How are you, 
Colonel ; how do you do?” bowed coldly and declined 
the General’s extended hand, saying: ‘‘I cannot shake 
hands with you, sir!” This visit General Howard 
seems to have regarded as official, and wrote to the. 
Department, conveying the idea that he had been 
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grossly insulted in his official position by Oolonel 
Lazelle. This was followed by the order relieving 
Colonel Lazelle. 

General Richard Arnold’s appointment followed, and 
on his declining to accept the appointment, Col. Frank 
was notified by telegraph from Washington, that he 
had been selected for the place. A second despatch stated 
that the recommendation from the Adjt-General’s office 
had not been approved, and the third appointment fol- 
lowed. As what we have here stated is already a mat- 
ter of current Army gossip, we give what we hear, sub- 
ject to any correction which may reach us. 








NAVAL BRIGADE ORGANIZATION. 

Ir occasionally happens that our naval forces are em- 
ployed on shore as protectors of the lives and property 
of American citizens, and to this end every vessel is 
supposed to have a hattalion organization ready for 
landing in case of emergency. In 1878, the Pensacola 
landed 175 men at Panama, fully equipped for a stay 
of several days, within four huurs after the request for 
aid was made by the Consul. Several pamphlets have 
been issued by the Bareau of Ordaance upon this sub- 
ject, but no uniform system has as yet been adopted. 
We can see no reason why the exact contingent of 
every vessel in the service should not be dictated by the 
Navy Department, so that the commander-in-chief of a 
squadron would kaow just how many men he would be 
able to land if the necessity arose. Asthe manner of 
stationing guns’ vrews is prescribed by the Ordoance 
instructions, and the manner of stationing the ship’s 
company by the Bureau of Equipment in the admir- 
able general watch, quarter and station bills now issued, 
so could the battalion organization of each particular 
ship be also prescribed. From this the squadron brig- 
ade could readily be obtained ; each vessel would have 
its miniature brigade, and when aggregated there would 
be nv necessity for any general orders regarding the 
matter. Each ship would have her squadron number 
assigned her before leaving the North Atlantic Station, 
and her boats would also be numbered, so that on falling 
in with other vessels, there would be no difficulty in 
uniting forces without any disorder, or even without 
any great amount of previous consultation. 

The landing at Key West of so large a number of 
men was accomplished very successfully, but if we are 
rightly informed it was not done without a good deal of 
very hard work in the way of preparation. Our theory 
is that this should all be done beforehand, and that, as 
we have already said, it should be done at the depart- 
ment. Especially would this be necessary, if the plan 
outlined in our article of July 15th, regarding the dis- 
tribution of vessels, should ever be carried out, this 
work of preparation, of making out the itinerary of the 
various vessels, etc., would naturally fall to the Admi- 
ralof the Navy, who would thus in some degree ob- 
tain a position analogous to that of the General of the 
Army, a position due to the rank which he ho.ds. 

Of late years much attention has been bestowed upon 
this matter at the Naval Academy, ‘and the organiza- 
tion there has been made quite perfect. With this asa 
foundation, and with the counsel and assistance of those 
officers who have made it a special etudy, we feel sure 
that a system could be devised which would be a great 
improvement upon the happy-go-lucky style at present 
in vogue. As we obtain our men more and more 
through the apprentice system, so does it more and 
more become necessary that the details of the vatious 
branches of the sailor’s calling shall be the same in all 
vessels, being regulated by the department itself, and 
not left to the individual caprice of commandi ng or ex 


ecutive officers.

Rear-Apmirat J. W. A. Nicholson, commanding 
the European Station, has been warmly thanked 
through the customary diplomatic channels by the for- 
eign governments to whose subjects he extended aid 
during the troubles at Alexandria, in the absence of 
vessels of war of those governments.

“THE DESOLATED FARM.” 


Henry Hvussarp Preros, adjutant of the 21st Inf., 
and brevet captain U. 8S. A., has written a poem enti- 
tled, ‘Tbe Desolated Farm,” which first appeured 
in the Polaris. It presents in some three hundred lines 
of smooth and easy versification that charmiug picture 
of Arcadian life which so many of us associate with 
the recol.ection of early years in the country, when, 
as Wordsworth says : 


Love had he found in huts where poor men lie; 
His daily teachers had been woods and rills, 
The silence that is in tue starry sky, 
The sleep that is among the lonely hills. 


But there is a reverse to the picture which is thus 
presented by the poet : 


With heavy heart and in a pensive mood, 

I bent my steps to where the orchard stood, 
Whose fruitiul oranches clad in tinted white 

To smiling spring once gave its chiet delight. 

The withered boughs o’er which the mosses grew, 
Neglected long, were crowned with blossoms few. 
Mid gathering tears I traced the mute array—

Captain Samuel McKeever, 2d Infantry, 
commands the company. 

Op Soldier asks: If a man is drawing pension for injuries 
received in service, after twenty years, is he entitled to the Sol- 
diers’ Home? 2. Can he leave the home with eight dollars per 
month, and if so, can he draw both pensions? ANsweR.—l. He 
is. 2. Itis presumed that in mentioning eight dollars per month, 
the commutation to that amount often allowed by the commis- 
sioners to persons entitled to enter the home, but who wish to 
live somewhere else is referred to. His pension he would, of 
course, be entitled to. As to whether he should receive the 
commutation would rest with the Board of Commissioners.

G. A. BR. asks: In the Massachusetts militia we have a regiment 
of 12 companies. 4 battalions, each commanded by a major (copied 
I think trom the Regular Army).

Who 
assigns the majors to battalions and has the senior captain any 
privilege or right according to Army Regt.. law and custom to 
claim bis proper position on the right of regiment? 2. At the 
command, sergeant dismiss the company, does the let sergeant 
remain on the right of front rank to give his command or other- 
wise? 3. Inspection of quarters. The men will salute and stand 
fast: Do they drop hand to the side or hold it at the cap vizor? 
Ans.—l. We presume regiments of the Mass. militia are divided 
into battalions according to location of companies, and the 
majors are assigued as is most convenient. When a whule regi- 
ment is assembied companies take their plaees in line according 
to tactics. There is no battalion orgavization in the Army at 
Present, and field officers when companies of a regiment are dis- 
tributed among different posts, are atilized as post commanders. 
2. He should properly go to the front and centre any time when 
he gives a command, but this is not always observed. 3. They 
drop hands at side. 


GENERAL ORDER No. 96. 


Yes, ‘‘Mr. Progress,” (A. ann N. J., p. 105) that 
Order 96 is peculiar. 

Our Army of 25,000—these few muskets and heavy 
guos—to be again reduced by 400 men set aside to 
study Light Artillery!!! 

Our Arm is now loaded per regiment thus: Four 
sibaltern moves in three years to and from the Artil- 
lery School. Four subaltern moves in three years to 
and from light battery instruction. As this does not 
make things lively enough, we now add to the above 
four more subalterns’ moves to aad from another out of 
the way battery, and four captains’ moves to and from 
the light batteries each three years. 

I am sure the liveliest soldier ought to be satisfied 
with this—in peace times. The artillery wives will ac- 
quire unlimited skill in packing, unpacking, breaking 
up, and reorganizing; in fact they will soon be able to 
discount their Turcoman sisters in the science of 
nomadics. These moves you know are superadded to 
those due to change of posts from the various exigencies 
of the service. 

Heret>fore we have claimed that all artillery captains 
could fight their ba'teries in the field well or better, but 
that a school of instruction required a captain of special 
adaptedness. Now, nous avons changé tout cela, and 
our old captaios are getting coltish, wishing, either a 
new dash at the favorite or distinguished arm, or want 
to prove themselves young and tender by entering again 
for instruction in the mysteries that they in vain tried to 
solve first as second and second as first lieutenarts. 

The light battery is no louger its captain’s school of 
instruction for men and subalterns, but a lot of 
personnel and materiel on which callow captains are to 
practice for three years, the first year under their first 
lieutenants of one year’s instruction. Among these cal- 
lows the eldest is to have the preference. 

It is seldom we see an order so frankly admitting 
that in order to escape trouble from conflicting claimants 
all selection for the good of the service must. be ignored, 
and on the principle that the easiest way is the best 
way, everybody shall have their turn, in decency and 
in order, 

Your suggestione regarding the brigading of light 
batteries are gvod, if practicable. It requires great 
backbone to brigade batteries. The gossip, at the time, 
was not that Indian scouting broke up the R.ley School; 
that could have been prevented by the same means that 
supplied the artillery’s absence afterward. But the in- 
fluence of the officers’ lady friends proved to the will- 
ing ears of regimental commanders that the dear officers 
were Out in a social wilderness. How much nicer it 
would be to have the dashing and brilliant light battery 
of each regiment at a headquarters, or at a watering- 

lace, and the influence was so strong as to upset Gen. 

hofield’s long cherished plan and attach all regiment- 
al headquarters to their light batteries. Wherever the 
battery could find a stable and drill ground there was 
relegated the colonel’s command. 

Now another big question looms up. Have we a 
field gun and ammunition in our service relatively worth 
practicing with at the rate of nearly two guns per thous- 
and men of our Army ? 

lf by mounting two batteries to the regiment and 
scattering them round as ornaments, and attaching 
headquarters to them an improvement to the force of 
the gun and to the effectiveness of its ammunition will 
be forced on the Ordnance Department, then success to 
Order 96. If greater skill in marksmanship is to be a 
main element in this new increase, then success to Or- 


der 96. 
But if itis to be the old carriage drill borrowed 


from Navy tactics, and practiced pretty successfully by 
the mule trains on the plains, and your ‘‘standin 
gun” drills (by the way what would a sitting gun dril 
be?) which teaches the corporal of the guard how to 
fire the evening gun scientifically, if this is to be the 
work of the new batteries then Order 96 will not pay. 
The light artillery isa costly arm and requires much 
work, much enterprise, and great improvements to have 
it pay. This dilatation is also accompanied by ccstly 
moves. It much more than doubles the existing hard- 
ships vf moving on the arwillery officer. It reduces the 
small arm force of the country. It reduces the special 
and extra duty force of the Army while increasing 
the necessity for such duty. It weakens the heavy ar- 
tillery force and power of instruction. It weakens the 
subaltern force of the foot batteries, now greatly suffer- 
ing from this cause. It is a complete stopper on subal- 
tern guard duty; it is now an insult to a second lieu- 
tenant to detail him for guard, and Order 96 appreciates 
him just one hundred per cent. One Battery. 








THE SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


Tues opinion of the Attorney-General in regard to the 
Soldiers’ Home, to which we referred last week, has 
been followed by an order revoking that of August 23, 
relieving General Sturgis and assigning Colonel Martin 
D. Hardin as Governor cf that institution. 

In submitting the question to the Attorney-General, 
the Secretary of War invited his attention to section 
1,259, Revised Statutes, and advised him that, having 
received from the Commissioners of the Soldiers’ Home 
a communication, (a copy of which was inclosed, ) mak- 
ing recommendations for the removal of the Governor 
and the appointment of his successor, and being of the 
opinion that the management of the affairs of the insti- 
tution and the determination of what is required by its 
interests are by law committed to the Commissioners 
and are not within his jurisdiction, the Secretary of 
War says he directed the removal and appointment 
recommended. He says further that ‘‘the recommen- 
dations have not yet been carried into effect, and it is 
urged upon me that it is within my authority and is my 
duty to inquire beyond the recommendation of the Com- 
missioners whether the interests of the institution re- 
quire the removal of the Governor, and in the exercise 
of my discretion to decline to order the removal if I 
should, upon such inquiry, not coucur in the views of 
the Commissioners, I have the honor to invite your 
opinion as to my authority and duty in the premises.” 

The Atturney-General, in his opinion, says that after 
study and examination of the subject his opinion is that 
‘the interests of the institution mentioned in the section 
are committed jointly to the Secretary and the Com- 
missioners—that is, the Secretary of War, in acting 
under that section, is to act in view of those interests 
as well as the Cornmissioners. His authority is linited 
to the negative upon their ‘ recommendations,’ and their 
recommendations are limited in section 4,816 to persons 
‘taken from the Army.’ This limitation, however, 
does in neither case forbid or prevent discretion or re- 
sponsibility within the sphere of its exercise. The Sec- 
retary does not act asa mere clerk or muinisterially in 
passing upon the recommendations by the board. The 
recommendation implies that the person to whom it is 
addressed is to consider it. The word ‘ recommenda- 
tion’ does not mean command, order, direct, or even 
appoint. It is equivalent to submit, suggest, or indi- 
cate. The Commissioners are officers of the Army, 
under the immediate control of the Secretary of War, 
and it would be an official anomaly to have them, by 
the mere force of the interpretation of the act, invested 
with absolute power over the discretion of their supe- 
rior, the Secretary, in any matterthat relates to the Army 
or is connected with the Army or the Department of 
War. If these Commissioners were to recommend an 
officer on actual duty, and whose _ services 
were needed in the command that he held, it 
cannot be maintained that the mere act of their 
recommendation would oblige the Secretary to transfer 
him to this position from that line of duty where he was, 
in the judgment of the Secretary, the most useful. In 
the case presented, the Commissioners have selected a 
retired officer; and the Secretary of War may approve 
or disapprove of this selection. The Attorney General 
quotes section 1,415, to show that in another part of the 
laws or statutes relating to this institution and to the 
powers of the Commissioners, the joint authority of the 
Secretary of War is recognized, and that the whole 
policy of all law regulating and prescribing the relations 
of officers tothe Secretary of War is to make them 
subordinate to his command and subject to his discre- 
tion. The Governor of the Soldiers’ Home is an officer 
of the United States, and within the second clause of 
the second section of Article II. of the Constitution, and 
as such his appointment is necessarily to be made either 
by the President, in conjunction with the Senate, or by 
the President alone, or a court of law, or a head of a 
department. In view of that, it must be assumed that 
Congress intended the function of appointment, in the 
fullest constitutional sense, should be performed by the 
Secretary of War. No part of that function has been 
intended to be invested in the Board of Commissioners. 
Appointment to office under the Constitution is one of 
the highest executive functions, and includes discretion. 
To give that discretion to any other person than those 
named in the Constitution is in effect to vest such ap- 
pointments in such other persons, and so, to divest the 
head of a department of any element necessarily in- 
cluded in an appointment to office, is in effect to divest 
him of the power of appointment, and so to evade the 
constitutional provision. The Attorney General refers 
to the case of Colonel Plympvon, in which the Board of 
Commissioners say, in recommending his appointment 
to be Governor of the Home in 1858, that their action 
would be inoperative until it had received the Secre- 
tary’s approval. This was a distinct acknowledgment 
by the Board of the Secretary’s discretionary authority 





and of his power to approve or disapprove their action. 


The Secretary of War exercised his discretion in this 
matter ny witbholdiog bis approval of the recommenda... - 
tion, and detailing another officer to act as Governor. 
In closing his opinion the Attorney General says: ‘I 
conclude, as I before stated, that the proper interpreta- 
tion of this act is, that the Secretary has the discretion; 
that nothing hut a positive statute depriving him of it 
would warrant any other interpretation, and it is doubt- 
a oad the Constitution if such an act would be 
valid.” 

There is talk in Washington of the Board of Com- 
missioners resigning their office, but as they are mem- 
bers by virtue of their position in the Army this is of 
course mere talk. If concert of action between Gen. 
Sturgis and the members of the Board was not possible 
before, it is much less to be expected under the present 
condition of affairs. This is to be regretted in the in- 
terests of the Home. 

Both sides to the controversy seem to be desirous of | 
having further inquiry into the affairs of the Home by 
Congress during the next session. Gen. Macfeely says 
he is anxious for another investigation, and the inmates 
of the Home are quoted as saying that the institution 
will yet stand considerable investigation, and that the 
fuller it is made the better it will be for all concerned. 
lt is also understood to be the desire of Secretary Lin- 
coln to have Congress take the matter in hand, as he 
would thus be relieved from an unpleasant position. 

A despatch to the New York Times from Washing- 
ton says : The row kicked up over the attempted re- 
moval of Gen. Sturgis from the position of Governor of 
the Soldiers’ Home has not yet subsided, and appears, 
in fact, to be growing more interesting as it grows older. 
Gen. Drum, one of the Commissioners who recommend- 
ed the removal of Gen. Sturgis, has been interviewed as 
to the re-appoint™aent of the latter by the of 
War, and says, among other things, that Senator - 
ger bull-dozed Secretary Lincoln into restoring Gen. 
Sturgis. He asserts that the Secretary was in posses- 
sion of full information in regard to the case when he 
approved the action of the Commissioners, and con- 
strues his recent order as a reflection upon the mem- 
bers of the commission. Gen. Drum corroborates what 
has been current rumor in military circles since Sturgis 
was recommended for appointment to the positiun, that 
President Garfield ordsred the recommendation. He 
says he told Mr. Garfield that if he hunted through the 
Army Register he could not find a man more unfitted 
for the place than Gen. Sturgis, but the President re- 
plied that the appointment would have to be made. 

All of the various reports which come to us from 
Washington of late indicate that there is considerable 
human nature to be found even within the sacred pre- 
cincts of the War Department.

ye sd Gerrit Elbertse Stoothof has ill effeccon to this his Majties 
Govern.went, and is not to be trusted in Comand; 

THEsE are, thereiore, to will and require you, in his Majties 
name, to dismis and discharge the sd Lieut. of having avy fur- 
ther Comand of sd troop of horse, and to deliver my Comission 
for Lieut. to Pe'er Jansen, of Brookland, for doing whereof these 
are yor sufficient wart.

RAILWAY ENGINEERING. 


Axmost every European army now a body 
of military engineers, speeially trained for railway 
work. These bodies are, for the most part, organized on 
the same plan, but they differ sufficiently in details to 
deserve separate mention. The French Corps is 1,098 
strong, and consists of four companies, forming a sort 
of permanent staff, 100 recruits being passed annually 
bey emer for training. After ey twelve months 
with company, these recruits are drafted into the 
service of one of the railways for the remainder of 
their military term; and as they could of course be re- 
called at auy time when required, they remained at the 

of the State, while acquiring in civil employ 
practical experience which could not be gained in 
the school, lecture hall, or parade ground. Eight civil 
sections have been formed in connection with them, 
consisting of men actually in the service of the differ- 
ent railway companies, who can be called upon when 
required to carry on the traffic, making the total 
mumber Of railway mechanics and officials at the dis- 
} eo of ths French Minister of War 12,000. The 
talians have two railway engineer regiments, who are 
trained at Turin, on a level piece of ground, in laying 
track, building bri etc. There is an agreement 
between the Alta Italia Company and the Minister of 
War, by which the company undertakes tc instruct a 
certain number of men in the workivg of locomotives; 
the minister can require the company to employ the 
military railway engiocers on their works of construc- 
tion, alteration, etc., on fixed terms; and the com- 
pany must lend at stated prices whatever permanent 
way material or rolling-stock, may be required for their 
use, 

The Germans have a railway regiment, which bas a 
very thorough special instruction, and is employed in 
detachments by the various railway companies as break- 
down gangs, and in the work of constructing new 
lines, etc. After considerable experience as to the man- 
ner in which the contracts for undertaking the different 
works should be arranged, it was found best to act pre- 
cisely on the same basis as that adopted by ordioary 
contractors, and that the regiments should tender for 
the completion of the required work, either at so much 
per pom 4 or by taking a contract for a lump sum. This 
system has worked thoroughly to the satisfaction both 
of the railway companies and of the regiment; and de- 
tachmenis of the latter have been repeatedly employed 
by the same companies, who expressed themselves well 
P with the style and rapidity with which the work 
was completed. 

The Austrian military railway system is not so highly 

jalised as the German and Italian, and more re- 
senbles the French. 

In 1876, the Russians created a railway battalion, 
consisting of two construction and two service compa- 
nies, with a strength of about 1,000 officers and men. 
Before this time, a number of sappers had regu'arly 
been told off for a period of service with the railway 
companies, and these men were chosen to form the new

THE DESERTERS OF THE UNION ARMY. 


Tose who find occasion to criticise the fact that a 
number of desertions in the Regular Army amounts to 
from six to twelve per cent. of the total force can read 
with profit the following letter, which we find in the 
Washington Critic, criticising the action of the last 
Congress in purging the records of a large number of 
voluvteer soldiers eharged with desertion : 


The records of the War Department show that of the more than 
2,000,000 of men who for a greater or less period were engaged in 
the suppression of the rebeliion, more than 25 per cent. were de- 
serters or 508,494! demonstrating the humiliating fact, that 
among that huge army of freemen who were engaged in the de- 
fence of amost sacred principle, one man in every four deemed 
it no disgrace to desert the flag and nation ia the hc ur of her 
greatest need!’ butasmall percentage of these men were the 
“ battle-scarred veterans’ who failed to appesr at the final muster 
out ot their commands. 
It is bvotless now to inquire the reasons for this shameful re- 
cord. Suffice it to say that had there been from the start a strict 
enforcement of the stern laws of war, which ali knew, and all 
soldiers and citizens believed and hoped would be carried 
out, there had been no such results. Every effort was made by Con- 
gress and President Lincoln to mitigate and pardon these off-nces, 
and finally President Lincoln, under act of Congress of March 3, 
1865, issued his proclamation declaring that all deserters who re- 
turned to their proper posts or reported to provost marsbals 
within sixty days, should be pardoned, on conditiun of serving 
the remainder of their term of enlistment, and in addition there- 
to, a period equal to the time lost by desertion (G. O. No. 35, War 
Department, A. G. O., March 11, 1865). The terms of this pardon 
ran until the 10th of May, 1865, one month after the surrender of 
General Lee’s army, and yet at the close of the war there were 
still 117,247 deserters,;exchusive of 161,286 drafted men deserters, 
or a total of 278,533. 
These men had the opportunity to accept the President’s par- 
don for a month after the virtual end of the war, with the excep- 
tion of the few who aiter that time, and after faithful services, 
left for home without authority. But there is no sense or justice 
in even attempting to place even these latter upon a. equal toot- 
ing with the faithtul soldiers who remained at the postof duty 
until properly relieved. It is putting shame upon the liviug and 
belittling their records, and it is an insult to the honored dead, 
who died at the post ot duty in the fore-front of battle. 
The plea that the war was over, and being near home the men 
left, intending to be present when their regiments were mustered 
out, is childish. Why did noi all do so? The war was not pro- 
claimed to be atanend until August 20, 1866, and it never en- 
tered the headof any soldier that he lrad a right to free himself 
from his obligation to serve, or of its necessity, till the proper au- 
thority so declared in its regular mode. 
The case of the Ist Michigan Cavalry is an instance in point. 
This regiment was among the bravest and most fearless of the 
Cavalry reziments, serving through the whole war of the rebel- 
lion with the Army of the Potomac, and participated in nearly 
every engagement through the long strugyle of that section. In 
the summer of 1865, aiter hostilities had ceased, the fear of an In- 
dian outbreak on tle plains in connection with the movements 
on the Rio Grande, which had drawn largely upon the regular 
forces formerly garrisoning that section, demanded the presence 
of such troops as might at the disposal of the Government, 
and aimong others the Ist Michigan Cavalry was ordered to the 
plains. pon reaching Fort Leavenworth, Kansas. some 200 en- 
listed men of this regiment deserted in a body and went home, 
claiming that the war was over, and that they could not legally 
be sent against the Indians. 
The immediate result of this act of mutiny was to seriously 
affect and greatly destroy the efficiency of the regiment, notwith- 
standing which it performed notable service and remained in the 
service antil March, 1866, and was among the last of the volun- 
teer regiments to be mustered out. 
It bas been decided, firat, that the retention of this regiment 
was legal ; second, that the order sending it against the Inding 
was valid; and third, that the offence of these men, taken in 
connection with the animus by which it was inspired, was 
deeertion. 
Under what pretence can these men claim to be relieved trom 
this charge and placed upon an equal footing with their fellow- 
Idi who r ined with their colors and faithfvl to their 
dnty and honor? or claim to be relieved from this charge. though 
forfeiting all paltry ‘‘ pay and allowances, including bounty ?”’ 
There are undoubtedly many meritorious cases where gallant 
and otherwise faithful soldiers should b- relieved from the 
technical charge of desertion, aud be a warded all pay snd allow- 
ances. Tney can readily be fully established, but they du not 
amouns to apything like 25,000, as above stated in your article, 
and such loose methods of legislation, in le endeavor to benefit 
avery few worthy men, will resaitin benefiting a very large ham- 
ber of as unworthy men as cada be found in apy country. . . 





“of any soldier who served in the Army a period of less than 
six months, or who intentionally deserted.”’ What bosh. What 
difference whether in tlie service six months, six yeurs, or six 
days? Asif a soldier could be a deserter without intending iti 
What is to be the proof as to intent? Is this law to apply to any 
man who failed to report tor duty before the 10th of May, 1865? 
Is it tu apply to the men who really intended never to enter the 
service at all, and as a matter of fact never did? The power to 
pardon is a gracious one, and all deserving should receive ite 
benefits, but tue law should be so carefully drawa as not to let 
in the tens, even the hundreds of thoasatids of wholly unworthy 
men. 

Congress, no doubt, has the power to say that these latter may 
yote, and may even let them dip their craven hands into the 

blic treasury, but it remains yet to the honorable soldier to 

now that there is no power to change a true and correct record 
ot desertion—that this must ever stand as a broai mark of dis- 
tinction between the honorable and the dishonorcble soldier. 

Every honorablé effort was made by Congress and Presi ient 
Lincolu during the war to pardon offetiders, yet at the close of 
thet war 276,538 remained ters. murs than one man in every 
ten who entered the Army. 

Would that.al) could be known. A true hero is ever 8 modest 
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man, while your rascal has even the face of a graven image. And 
let us ever remember in our hours of pride and selt-glorification, 
that over half a million of the two millions of the great Army 
stand recorded as deserters, 








In 1798 when the Highlanders of Sir Ralph Aber- 
cromby’s army landed at Alexandriain that year, the 
Arabs of the town, afier a wandering survey of the 
stalwart Celts, ran to announce to their friends the ar- 
rival of a host of giants, so huge that the clothes which 
they wore were all too short for them. In the 
Sepoy mutiny of 1857, when Nana _  Sabib’s 
soldiers first caught sight of the plaids and kilts. 
they exclaimed joyfully that all the English soldiers 
must have been killed, and that the Sirkar (goverp- 
ment) had to call out the women. But after their first 
taste of a Highland bayonct charge they abandoned this 
belief once for all, and fell back upon the theory tiat 
these terrible fighters had deliberately adopted this 
female garb in order to remind them of the wrong which 
they came to revenge, viz., the massacre of the English 
ladies by Nana Sahib. 

Tue discovery of the purchase of plans of German 
harbors by the Kussian Admiralty has provoked so much 
bad feeling between the two governments concerned 
that the Russian Minister of Marine, Admiral Shestia- 
koff, has been sent to Germany to explain matters. 

Broad Arrow is very hopeful of the results of the 
recent attempt to pierce Arabi’s lines by means of an 
armor-plated train at the junction of Millalah which 
will, it is said, lead to further efforts in this new system 
of armed reconnaissance.

their improvement, as stated in the beginning of this article, 
and their scores, though not as high as the British, were 
highly creditable. On the next day, Wednesday, both teams 
were on the range at an early hour.

Moreover, in nearly all the States, «xcept New 
York and a few others, rifle firing ia conducted in a most 
primitive and incomplete manner, no records are kept there- 
of, and consequently it would be a very difficult matter to 
get at the capabilities of marksmen in such States, if there 
wereany. ‘The selection of competitors was therefore con- 
fined to New York, and a few of the neighboring States.

A Great change has just been decided upon in the 
Russian Army.

The existing regiments of Hussars, Lancers, Mounted | P'

but as regiments of dragoons. The reasons for this 
change are chiefly economical, and seem to be directed 
toward lessening the enormous expense which is en- 
tailed ina national army like that of Russia by too great 
avaricty of uniform and equipment. This econcmical 
simplification is at the same time to be accompanied by 
a considerable increase of numbers, the complement of 
each regiment being rdised from four to six squadrons 
of 150 horses strong. The reserve batteries of horse 
artillery are to be put on an active footing, and each 
brigade of field artillery is to be reinforced by a division 
of two guns.—London Times.

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ENGLAND AND EGYPT. 


The British army in Egypt consists of 19 infantry 
battalions of Europeans and 3 battalions of Sepoys, 3 
regiments of European and 3 of native cavalry, 2 bat- 
teries horse artillery, 7 field batteries, 1 mountain bat- 
tery, 5 siege batteries and 1 battery of ammunition re 
serve, 5 companies of Royal engineers, a pontoon train, 
a telegraph troop, a field park and 5 companies of In 
dian sappers, and ordnance, commissariat, and army 
hospital corps troups. The total strength 1s: Infantry, 
19,223; cavalry, 3,318; artillery, 1,927; engineers, 
1,278, making up with departmental troops a grand to- 
tal of 31,468 of allranks, Sir Garnet Wolecley is in 
command, and the whole force were afloat by August 
10, and landed in Egypt before the end of the month. 

Among the trassports chartered were the following": 
Cunard steamers—Palmyra, 2,144 tons; Olympus, 
2,415 tons; Viking; Batavia, 2,558 tons. Inman Line

The majority 
of them carried nearly an equal force.
